ut now) that Christ has come, we 
are told/ in Hebrews 10:26, “there 
remaificth no more sacrifice for 
s.ns.’" The shadows and pictures 
were done away when what thoy 
pictured was fulfilled, 

To Abraham was given the cov- 
enant of circumcision and on the 
eighth day every little boy was to 
be circumcised as a symbol that hé 
was one of the chosen race, set 
apart from the rest of the world 
for God. It was a sign of separa- 
tion. But we learn from Galatians 
5:6 that “neither circumcision 
availeth anything. nor uncircumci- 
sion; but faith which worketh by 
love.”’ Circumcision was a remind- 
er that God’s people must be “cir- 
cumcised in heart.” ‘the ceremony 
is taken away, but the fundamen- 
tal, spiritual truth remains. 


God had a particular diet for His 
people, the Jews, described in Le- 
viticus the 11th chapter. They were 
not to eat pork nor catfish, for in- 
stance, But in the 10th chapter 
of Acts God commanded Peter to 
“Rise, Peter; kill, and eat” and 
told him “What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common.” I 
Timothy 4:4 tells us that now “ev- 
ery+creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be re- 
ceived with thanksg.ving.”’ 

Likewise, the Sabbath on Sa@iur- 
day, the seventh day, was a special 
covenant with the Jews (Exo. 31: 
12-18). It was made known at 
Mount Sinai as a part of the cer- 
emonial law (Neh, 9:12-14), and 
New Testament Christians are not 
to be judged regarding the Sab- 
bath (Col. 2:16). 

Yes, God did vary His ceremonial 
dealings to suit various people and 
times. But notice carefully that in 
every one of these details the New 
Testament tells when the command 
ceased to apply. God did not leave 
His people in the dark about it. 


The ceremonial law differs from 
the moral law in that the cere- 
monial law is arbitrary, selected 
for some temporary and typical 
reason not in itself right or wrong, 
while the moral law is that whica 
is essentially and necessarily right 
of itself. For instance, there is no 
way that a heathen savage, with- 
out the Bible or a teacher, could 
tell that it would be right to eat 
mutton and wrong to eat pork. 
That is ceremonial, arbitrary, and 
incidental instead of fundamental; 
ceremonial instead of moral, Like- 
wise there is no way a heathen 
man could know if he should ob- 
serve Saturday or Sunday or any

other day as a special day of rest 
or religious service, if he had no 
one to tell him. In themselves, au 
days are alike. For the Jews Gou 
sesected one day as a day of rest, 
with a ceremonial meaning. 

God would never hold a savage 
guiity for not observing a Sabba.n 
or woich he never heard, or tor not 
making a distinction between pork 
and mutton in diet, if he had no 
revelation on the matter. 

However, the moral law is dif- 
ferent and every heathen will be 
accountabie to God tor his sins. 
God has written it in the heart ana 
conscience of men so that even 
heatnens Know it 1s wiong to mur- 
der, to he ,to steal, to commit 
adultery. Their consciences may 
be mustaught or seared or unde- 
veloped but God wul judge those 
who never heard the iaw by the 
law written in their hearts, as we 
are told in Romans 2:15. 

Here is the reason that cere- 
monial laws can change and mor- 
ai iaws cannot. Morai law is in- 
trinsically right of itself because 
its demands aie a part of the na- 
ture of God Huimseuit, 

In ceremonies, then, God can 
change his dealing with men. jn 
fundamental things, having to do 
with the nature or God, Gog cannot 
change His way of dealing with 
men. As long as He is a uod ofr 
love, He must love people. As long 
as He is the truth aad the liga, 
then He cannot lie. As long as Woda 
is a holy God, He cannot sin. As 
long as He is a God of mercy, He 
must forgive the penitent sinner. 
As long as He is, as He calls H:m- 
self, “Un thou that hearest prayer,” 
then He must hear prayer the 
same. In the matter of hearing 
prayer He is the God of all flesn 
lad nothing is too hard for Gud. 
This is fundamental, unchangeable, 
a part of the nature of God. 


The Prayer of the Syrophenician 


Woman 


Matthew 15:21-28 tells how Je- 
sus dealt with the Syrophenician 
woman whose daughter was griev- 
ously vexed with a devil. Jesus 
said to the woman, “I am not sent 
but unto the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel,” and when she continued 
praying He answered again and 
said, “It is not meet to take the 
children’s bread, and cast it to 
dogs.” Then the poor, troubled 
woman said, “Truth, Lord: yet the 
dogs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from their masters’ table.” That 
woman knew better the heart of 
Jesus than did the twelve apostles 
who were with Him all along. They 
believed that since Jesus had a 
special mission to Jews, He would 
not hear the Syrophenician woman. 
She had more faith in Christ than 
they had on this matter. That is the 
reason Jesus answered and said 
unto her, “O woman, great is thy 
faith: be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt.” And her daughter was made 
whole from that very hour. 

Jesus was born as the King of 
the Jews, and it was in this ca- 
pacity that He was worshipped by 
the wise men from the East. When 
He sent the twelve out to preach 
the gospel of the Kingdom, He 
told them, “Go not into the way of 
the Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not: But 
go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. And as ye go, 
preach, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” The first min- 
istry of Jesus was to offer Him- 
self and His kingdom to the Jews. 
That kingdom was then at hand,

| poned. But it is true that in some

‘hey had a@ natural and weighty 
seiish reason tor being ultra-ais- 
pensationalists! But tne Gentile 
woman's faith never faitered. Sne 
knew that since Jesus was Lord 
and God He must therefore answer 
the prayer of faith, whether of 
Jews or Gentiles. 

So she prayed on to the delight 
of Jesus who answered her prayer 
by muraculous healing immediate- 
ly! In some matters Jesus was 
sent only to the lost sheep of the 
house or Israel, but in the matter 
of answering prayer, He was sent 
to every truupied and needy soul 
who looks to Him in faita! “O 
thou that hearest prayer, unto thee 
shall ALL fiesh come,” “Behold, 1 
am the Lord, the God of all flesh: 
is se any thing too hard for 
me?’ 


Old Testament Patterns for New 


Testament Praying 


The Psalms are the divinely in- 
spired hymn book and testimony 
book for Christians. The Psalms 
have more grace than law, more 
spirit than letter. The Psalms re- 
fer often to the coming of Christ, 
His ministry, His death, resurrec- 
tion, second coming and His mil- 


lennial reign. Certainly, then, the | 8! 


Psalms are for this age of grace. 
The 22nd Psalm is as truly for 
this age as the 27th chapter of 
Matthew, since both tell of the 
Same crucifixion. The Psalms are 
more spiritual exhortations for a 
Christian than ceremonial instruc- 
tions for a Jew, Millions of chil- 
dren of God have found that their 
burdens and deliverances, that all 
prayers and praises are reflected 
and interpreted in this divine book 
of the Psalms. Psalms 81:10, 
therefore, has a Jewish background 
but is for all people, “I am the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt: open 
thy mouth wide, and I will fill it.” 
The Mosa.ic law could tell a Jew 
how to offer sacrifices and keep 
his body and garments ceremonial- 
ly clean, but ‘the Psalms teach a 
Christian how to pray, whether he 
be Jew or Gentile. 

In the law and such matters of 
ceremony, God deals dispensation- 
ally, in prayer God is the 
Same with ali flesh, in all ages, 
and His answer to the prayers of 
Moses and Israel, camped before 
the Red Sea, is an encouragement 
for all who need Him, love Him, 
and trust Him to open their mouths 
wide for whatever they need, 


Elijah was a prophet in Israel. 
New Testament Christians are nev- 
er taught to follow his example 
in building a stone altar and kull- 
ing a bullock. But in the matter 
of prayer, Elijah is named as the 
pattern for New Testament Chris- 


tians. James 5:16-18 tells us that/| P° 


“the effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much” now 
in the last days” (James 5:3, 7, 
8, 9). just like it did when Elijah 
prayed! There are no dispensation- 
al bounds and barriers in the mat- 
ter of prayer. I need not be cir- 
cumcised like Elijah nor offer sac- 
rifices like Elijah nor eat the Jew- 
ish deit nor observe the Jewish 
sabbath like Elijah, but I am in- 
vited by the Lord, nay, urged and 
commanded to pray like Elijah, ex- 
expected that “the effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much.” And do not for- 
get that this 5th chapter of James, 
in which Elijah is held up as a 
prayer example, is written especial- 
ly for the church and the church 
age (verse 14) and that four times 
in the chapter we are reminded 
that it is for the closing days of 
this ezge, just before the Saviour’s 
return! 

My brother, do not let the ultra- 
dispensationalists rob you of God’s

Prayer 
is based on a principle, involving 
the unchanging God and His un- 
changing Son, Jesus Christ. There- 
fore God in all ages must answer 
prayer of faith the same. 


Unlimited Prayer Promises That 


Involve Miracles 


The Lord Jesus gave certain 
promises of such unlimited scope 
that if they mean what they say, 
the Christian who can claim them 
can have whatsoever he wants, 
whether reasonable or unreason- 
able, usual or unusual, natural or 
supernatural. If Mark 9:23, Mark 
11:22-24, John 14:12-14, John 15:7, 
and Mark 16:17, 18 mean what 
they ciearly say, then God will an- 
swer prayer today without any 
limit as to degree, even though it 
sometimes involves miracies. In 
every age God’s answers to prayer 
are conditioaal, all being im the 
will of God, on faith, etc., but no 
more so in this age than in any 
other, according to the above 
Scriptures. If Mark 9:23, Mark 
11:22-24, John 14:12-14, John 15:7, 
and Mark 16:17, 18 are true, the 
inspired promises of God, then God 
must work miracles in this age 
whenever His children meet tne 
conditions mentioned in these pas- 

. The “all things,” “waat- 
soever,”” what ye will,” etc. men- 
tioned in these passages would 
certainly include muracies or any- 
thing else needed and des.:red under 
the conditions. 


“All things Are Possible to Him 


That Believeth — Mark 9:23 


We have noticed elsewhere that 
the miracles of the Bible are often 
ven as examples to teach us to 
expect further miracies. The mir- 
acies in Exodus were “examples” 
and ensamples’ for those of us 
upon whom the ends of the world 
are come (I Cor, 10:11). 

The miraculous drouth and the 
rain which stopped it in answer to 
Elijah’s prayers, are held up to 
us in the New Testament as ex- 
amples of what God will do in an- 
swer to the effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man (James 
5:16-18). 

The resurrection of Jesus from 
the grave is held up to us as a 
type and promise and assurance of 
the miraculous resurrection of the 
bodies of every saint of God (I 
Thess 4:14, I Cor. 15:20-22). 

In Mark 11:12-24 the miracles 
of the withered fig tree is held 
up as an example for us to ex- 
pect miracles even to the casting 
of a mountain into the sea, So here 
in Mark 9:23 Jesus connects the 
particular case, in which He mi- 
raculously healed the demon-pos- 
sessed boy, with all other cases 
in which anyone puts faith in 
Christ for a blessing. 


"Jesus said unto him, If thou 
canst believe, all things are possi- 


ble to him that believeth.” 

Notice that “If thou canst be- 
lieve” is addressed to the father of 
the boy. It is the second person, 
singular, thou. But the last part 
of the verse is for everybody who 
trusts in Christ, “all things are 
ssible to him that believeth.” 
The him is indefinite, third person, 
referring to anybody else, any per- 
son who should believe. 


Compare Mark 9:23 and John 6:37 

Our minds are so warped by tra- 
dition and preconceived opinions 
that it is difficult for us to take 
the Bible at face value and be- 
lieve what it says. Doubting Chris- 
tians try to explain away the prom- 
ise of Mark 9:23 by saying that 
“him that believeth” refers only 
to the apostles or those in apos- 
tolic days. But a comparison of 
the him in Mark 9:23 with the him 
of John 6:37 will show that Jesus 
surely meant anybody. 


"Him that cometh to me | will in 
no wise cast out.’ — John 6:37 

"If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth" 
— Mark 9:23.

the offending man begged that it 
not be discussed now! He would 
not face me to prove or retract his 
false charges at Binghamton, 
though I urged it with a telegram 
and three letters, and never with- 
drew my urgent invitation. Since 
I returned home, he would not 
face me, before a committee of 
preachers to be selected jointly by 
him and me when I sent the sug- 
gestion by Brother W. C. Fowler. 
Naturally, he would not want to 
face the same thing at Paris, 
though he himself raised the issue 
with his literature. Aside from 
that incident everything was pleas- 
ant. 

I received as fine a hearing as 
could be wished as I taught the 
Bible Thursady afternoon on the 
question of the God who answers 
prayer the same today, and Friday 
afternoon on the Holy Spirit. 


Glorious Climax Friday Night 


But the happiest service of all, 
to me, was,Friday night. I felt led 
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of God to change my message and 
to do what I could to show a doc- 
trinal and spimtual bas.s on which 
Christians might all have, peace 
and fellowship. The plan pleased 
the pastor, brother Marion Been, 


on what we believe about the Bi- 
ble, about Christ, about creation, 
about sin, about saivation, about 
the church, (both about coagrega- 
tions of believers, and about wne 
body cf Christ), about B.ble bap- 
tism, about the Lord’s Supper, 
about how we neced the power or 
the Holy Spirit upon us as Bible 
Christians had, and how this does 
not involve tongues or sinless per- 
fection, but soul-winning power 
and testimony. I showed that if 
churches and preachers in Bible 
times needed no human headquar- 
ters, no denominational machinery, 
no self-appointed leaders, that we 
need none now; that every preach- 
er and church must be tree to be 
led of the Holy Spirit and follow 
the Bible. 

Then I urged upon all the need 
for brotherly love in the homes, in 
the churches, in communities, and 
particularly among preachers and 
Showed the blessings of forg:ve- 
ness, 

At the close of the message I 
said, “I want every preacher nere 
to join me in this statement. If 
you can say, ‘I believe what you 
have preacned on these great doc- 
trines and I join you im the love 
and forgiveness that brothers 
ought to have one for another, 
then come and take my hand be- 
fore these people. Let every man 
have his own church, and if he 
likes, his own radio services, his 
own paper, his own Bible Schools. 
Let us have what fellowship to- 
gether we can, led of the Lora, but 
let us at least love aod forgive 
one another and pray one for an- 
other. If you will join me in this, 
then come.” 


Here the preachers came, one af 
ter another. ‘they came saying, 
“God bless you, Brother Kice:’ 
“God bless you, Brother Rice!” 
and several came with teals, pro- 
foundly moved. As far as I could 
tell, every preacher in the house 
came except the one who has been 
making the trouble, and then final- 
ly he came and announced to the 
people that he would take my hand, 
but he did not agree with me on 
some points. of doctrine, 


The spirit of the great congre- 
gation was fine anu they would 
have cOme as unanimously as the 
preachers, had they had an oppor- 
tunity to do so. That crowd had 
been through my big open air re- 
vival in Paris last summer in which 
many, Many souls were saved. One 
hundred new converts were bap- 
tized into that church as a result 
of that revival. 


At the close of the service after 
another address, I went back to tne 
door to see about the distribution 
of my papers which we had just 
gotten from the bus station, and 
found that the great congregation 
wanted to shake my hand. -I stood 
there until the crowd was gone and 
I was assured of the love, con- 
fidence and prayers of scores who 
gripped my hand as they passed 
and told how they were ‘blessed 
‘by ‘the message. It was a very 
happy close to the Bible Confer- 
ence for me, and I praise the Lord 
for all the happy incidents as well 
as for the privilege of teaching the 
Word of God. 


Thursday night by previous ar- 
rangement, I went to speak in Col- 
lege Street Baptist Church of Com- 
merce of which Rev. Tom Mas- 
ters is pastor. A fine crowd filled 
the tabernacle, and though I had 
a severe case of the flu with fever 
at the time and should not have 
preached, yet the people were cor- 
dial and kind. It was a joy to be

lost. Second, we do not believe in 
women preachers nor that women 
should even teach classes of men 
or mixed classes including men. 
We do not believe in, nor claim 
sinless perfection. We oppose the 
tongues heresy, believing that 
speaking in tongues is not the Bi- 
ble evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Pentecostal people ev- 
erywhere recognize that we do not 
agree with them on these vital 
points. They are our brothers and 
sisters in Carist whom we love, 
and we do not bemean them. But 
they know, and all who investigate 
know, that we do not agree with 
them on these matters. 

Notice article VIII on a New 
Testament church which is a clear 
cut statement to which no Baptist 
can object. 


No Alien Immersion 


Article IX on baptism must be 
approved by Baptists everywhere. 
Our practice fits with our belief, 
and we do not receive anyone for 
baptism unless they profess to have 
been born again. Not only that but 
we believe the Bible teaching on 
baptism stated here is important 
and we do not receive those im- 
mersed by others who do not teach 
this meaning to baptism. For in- 
stance, we do not rece.ve immer- 
sion if done by a Methodist preach- 
er, since he would rather sprinkie 
than immerse and does not teach 
that baptism is a burial, nor that 
one needs to be born again before 
being baptized. We do not receive 
baptism by Church of Christ pto- 
ple since they teach baptism es- 
sential to salvation, and that we 
cannot endorse. We would not be 
willing for anyone to think that he 
can be saved by baptism or in the 
act of baptism. We believe that 
baptism is a holy picture which 
eveiy new convert snould present 
to the world with its glorious mes- 
sage, We have no quarrel with 
our friends who do not see this 
matter as we do. Many of them 
are fine Christian people, saved by 
the blood of Christ and living good 
lives. We are simply trying to stay 
with Bible baptism both in form 
and meaning. 

Other points of interest in the 
statement of faith printed above 
will be found in article X on the 
second coming of Christ where this 
writer’s position is clearly but 
briefly stated. Articles XI and XII 
show that. we do not believe in and 
will not submit to any denomina- 
tional authority or headquarters 
whether Fundamentalist headquar- 
ters, Convention headquarters or 
the Pope of Rome, and-we will not 
follow any program submitted to 
our church from the outside.
